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L The claim amendments would require further search and/or consideration because the 
newly-added phrase "and another alloy layer comprising" in line 10 of claims 10 and 14, and 
changing "wherein the sublayer is" to "wherein the sublayer comprises" in line 9 of claims 10 
and 14, present claim limitations not before considered. As previously written, claims 10 and 14 
required only a single-layered sublayer which comprises FePt. However the claims as proposed 
require a double-layered sublayer, one of which comprises FePt and the other comprising one of 
Fe, Co, or Ni. Therefore, the proposed claims require further search and/or consideration, and 
may raise the issue of new matter. 

2. Regarding the 35 USC 1 12, 2 nd paragraph rejections, the Examiner maintains that there is 
no clear teaching or definition of what range of energies are disclosed by Applicant's recitation 
of "high magnetic anisotropy energy", therefore the metes and bounds of the claims are unclear. 
While Applicant argues Oakley, Inc. v. Sunglasses Hut International case law, the Examiner 
notes that the details of the cited case are different than those in the instant invention. With 
respect to the 35 USC 102(b) rejections over Hirokane, the Examiner maintains that since the 
limits of the phrase "high magnetic anisotropy energy" are unknown and the phrase is broad 
(because "high" is a relative term and may be in comparison to any other material), it is the 
Examiner's position that the magnetic anisotropy of Hirokane's sublayer is "high" and there is a 
crystalline structure change as discussed in the final Office action.
